COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Stiles, superintendent and 
matron, who have been at the head ot this institution for 
five years have discharged their respective duties and 
trusts with great fidelity and integrity. The cares and 
perplexities continually surrounding them trying their 
utmost patience to a degree which no one unacquainted 
with the duties and responsibilities can fully comprehend. 
For their good management of the institution and their 
humane treatment of the inmates they have our highest 
commendation and thanks; we are again pleased to 
announce to the citizens of the county that Mr. and 
Mrs. Stiles will remain in charge of the institution 
another year. 
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The assistant matron, Mrs. L. J. Whitehouse, who 
has charge of the insane wards, has proved herself to 
be the right person in the right place. 

The assistant superintendent, Mr. Frank A. Dodge, 
is as ever an efficient and trusty officer. 

The school during the first part of the year was under 
the care of Miss Hattie Putnam who had been teacher 
for several terms, and had proved herself a good teacher 
and disciplinarian but to our regret she resigned. ‘The 
fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Nellie M. 
Jackson a thorough teacher. Satisfactory progress was 
made. ‘The weekly average of scholars during the 
winter fifty ; largest number fifty-eight. 

The sanitary condition of the almshouse has been 
good generally. Dr. Hatch has been faithful and at- 
tentive to those requiring medical attendance; we refer 
you to his report. 

The windmill of which mention was made in our last 
report, as being erected for the purpose of forcing water 
to a reservoir near the buildings, has been in successful 
operation for nearly one year, furnishing an abundant 
supply of water for the house, wards, barns and all the 
buildings when needed. Last fall a small steam engine 
was purchased and put into the wash room together with 
a rotary washing machine and extractor thereby greatly 
lessening the hard-work in the wash room, which was 
formerly done by the hands of the female inmates. 
Now the washing machine takes the place of the wash 
tub and board; the extractor the place of the clothes 
wringer. A large washing is done every week day. 

During the spring the men’s insane house has been 
removed from the south side of the yard to the east side. 
There were several reasons for moving the building one 
of which was to get a better drainage from the vaults 
and better ventilation throughout the whole building. 
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A basement is under the entire building which will be 
used as a sitting and smoking room for the men. No 
smoking is allowed in or about any of the buildings, 
except in the smoking room, where all can enjoy the 
puffs from their pipe. 

The men’s insane ward is not large enough to com- 
fortably accommodate the large number that are obliged 
to be kept there; here we have all grades of feeble 
minded and insane persons; the foolish, the partially 
insane and badly insane; some of which are filthy in 
their habits although kept as clean as possible; the air 
at times is far from being pure. We believe that addi- 
tional room ought to be made—so that the clean and 
unclean may be in separate apartments—for the ward is 
now cramped and it is impossible to separate the two 
classes so as to give any of them good air at all times. 

A new hennery was built the past year, when itis well 
stocked with fowls, we trust that we shall be amply paid 
for the outlay. 

One great and serious drawback against the income 
of the farm the past year was the loss of alarge number 
of hogs, from a disease which was prevalent throughout 
a large portion of the country, involving a loss to the 
‘county of several hundred dollars and making the 
income of the farm as many dollars less. 

It is impossible to run an institution like our county 
farm and almshouse where the number of inmates are 
yearly increasing without erecting new buildings or 
making alterations in the old ones almost every year. 

We return our thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Stiles and to 
the officers and employers of the institution for the 
courtesy and respect shown us during all our visits at 
the farm. 

We earnestly invite the citizens of Hillsborough 
county, and especially the taxpayers, to visit the institu- 
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tion and judge for themselves how it is managed. We 
believe that all who will make the visit will go away 
with one opinion—that our county poor are well cared 
for, kept tidy and comfortable, and are kindly treated— 
and a better home than many of them ever had before. 


PAUPERS IN TOWNS AND CITIES. 


There has been a larger call for help this year than 
any year for a long time, especially the past winter, the 
increase has been mostly in the two cities of Manchester 
and Nashua. There were a great many male and 
female laborers thrown out of employment by the de- 
pression of business which left them in a hard situation 
to supply the wants of their families and necessitated a 
large demand for help, which we have tried to give to 
the needy the best we could. To know what to do and 
how much to help those who ask aid is a serious question 
for the commissioners in a winter like the past. This 
large demand for aid has increased our pauper expenses 
outside of the county almshouse over last year $3,800. 
The expense at the county almshouse has not been as 
large this year as last by reason of not making so many 
permanent improvements. The average number of in- 
mates this year is 289; an increase of 23 over last year ; 
and theexpense is $2,100 less than last year. The total 
pauper expenses for the year ending April 30, 1885, is 
$38,819; an increase over last year of $1,700.

The expenses at the jail for board of prisoners, repairs 
and other incidentals amount to. $7,637.11 against 
$5,622.31 last year; an increase of $2,004.80 which is 
due in a great measure we think to the fact of having 
but two terms of court in a year instead of three, the 
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prisoners being kept a longer time in jail; this increase 
in expenses is probably made up to the county in the 
reduction of court expenses. The affairs of the jail are 
under the able and efficient management of Mr. and 
Mrs. David Wadsworth and we are pleased to say that 
in our visits to the jail we have found everything satis- 
factory to us and we think he has done the best that he 
could for those unfortunate ones under his charge. 
For the financial condition of the county we would 

refer you to the county treasurer’s report.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT, 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hills- 
borough County :— | 
GENTLEMEN,—During the year just closed, affairs at 

at this institution have progressed with their usual regu- 
larity. We have supported, as will be seen by statistics 
elsewhere, a large number of inmates, and while the 
proportion of deaths has been larger than in some years 
it will be seen that the list contains the names of many 
infants and aged people, a number of these died very 
soon after admission, in fact some were suffering with 
their last sickness when admitted. 

The crops raised upon the farm were satisfactory, es- 
pecially the potato yield which was upward of two thou- 
sand five hundred bushels. 

The only serious trouble we have experienced was in 
the loss of a large number of hogs, some fifty or more 
from the same disease that was fatal to many swine 
throughout New England last season. 

The windmill that was erected during the year has 
done its work satisfactorily and we have now no cause 
to apprehend a lack of water at all points on the prem- 
ises where it is used, so long as the pond and brook con- 
tain any. 

The new laundry apparatus, consisting of steam en- 
gine, rotary washing machine and centrifugal separator 
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have lessened the amount of manual labor in the laundry 
toa great extent. Workisnowdone by steam power that 
formerly required human arms and muscles to accom- 
plish. 

The school has been in session most of the year, and 
notwithstanding the fact that the number of pupils is 
larger than can be properly accommodated ; still the prog- 
ress has been excellent, the improvement of many of the 
children has been marked and the teachers deserve com- 
mendation for their faithfulness. | 

We have been fortunate in retaining the services of 
the same officers during the year which is greatly to the 
advantage of the institution, as the duties are of 
such a nature that it requires time for a person to 
become familiar with them, and when learned an 
officer’s efficiency is greatly increased. 

The removal of the men’s insane house from the po- 
sition 1t formerly occupied to its present location between 

the boiler house and the house occupied by the female 

‘insane will make a desirable improvement, inasmuch as 
the building has been raised four feet permitting the con- 
struction of a large basement to be used as a smoking- 
room and sitting room for the men when not at work. 
Other additions and alterations that are being made to 
this building will add materially to its convenience. 

It will be noticed that the price of board of inmates 
this year figures somewhat higher than usual, one reason 
for this was we were obliged to purchase pork to take 
the place of that we lost by the death of so many hogs, 
and we also paid out several hundred dollars for meal to 
fat those hogs on, which also enters into the account. 

We have not reached the last of our ensilage, and our 
cows take it in preference to the best English hay; by 
the use of it we have now on hand forty tons of English 
hay. 
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Dr. Hatch has given all the facts concerning the sani- 
tary condition of the institution, but I cannot let the op- 
portunity pass of testifying to his faithful attendance to 
his professional duties as physician of this institution. 

I also desire to express my thanks to the commission- 
ers for their cordial support in all matters where the in- 
terests of the county are concerned. 

To the officers I would express my sense of apprecia- 
tion of the faithful manner in which they have discharged 
their various duties.

PHYSICIANS REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commisstoners of Fiills- 
borough County :— 

GENTLEMEN :—Allow me to make my fourth annual 
report of the sanitary condition of the county almshouse 
for the year ending April 30, 1885. 

The sanitary condition has been good for the year, 
having had only the diseases usual to people in general. 
Where so many are together we are quite apt to get an 
epidemic of some one of the contagious diseases, but 
this year we have escaped them. 

The death rate is larger this year than last; many of 
the deceased coming here in the very last stages of their 
disease. 

The birth rate has decreased this year ; due to natural 
causes I presume. 

I wish to speak of the remarkable good state of health 
which has been maintained among the female insane and 
idiotic, due I think to their enlarged accommodations. 
Now they have all the room and good air that they need 
which is absolutely necessary for their health. We 
every day see the need of better accommodations for the 
male insane and idiotic. I[ think it is imperative that we 
have an enlarged department for their use; also a large 
nursery for the little ones where they can get good fresh 
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air and all they need of it, which they can’t get where 
they now are. 

I think that the health of this institution is due to a 
great extent to the good healthy food with which the in- 
mates are provided; of this] am confident. Jhavetaken 
great pains to find out if the food was as it ought to be, 
because every little while some one asks me if the in- 
mates get good food and plenty of it. To all such I 
can say yes. Since I first became connected with the 
almshouse I have noticed that the inmates have always 
had good wholesome food and plenty of it, and anyone 
who may have friends here can always feel sure that 
they will be well provided for in this respect. 

Permit me to call your attention to one very pressing 
want, one that is absolutely necessary, a hospital for 
obstetrical cases. At present all such cases are put into 
the women’s hospital, a room which is occupied by some 
eighteen or twenty old ladies and a number of children 
from infancy up to six years of age, consequently the 
needed privacy of such cases cannot be had. I hope 
that a room will soon be provided.

CHAPLAINS REPORT, 


Io the Honorable Commissioners of Hillsborough 

County :— 

It again becomes my duty to submit my annual report. 

I cannot report my work as something one can see 
and handle. In the duties of chaplain we can more 
easily tell what has been attempted than what has really 
been accomplished. The regular monthly preaching 
service has been held on the second Sunday in the month 
through the year. The attendance has been-large and 
the attention to the preaching of the gospel good. 

The congregation seem to enjoy very much the service 
of song; and often some have been moved to tears by 
the singing, perhaps awakening recollections of sunnier 
days, and we hope opening the heart to the reception of 
the blessed realities of a new life in Christ Jesus. 

Funeral occasions have been a little oftener than usual 
this year ; not more often however than we should expect 
considering the number at the county farm and the con- 
dition of many when they are brought there. 

Some have died very suddenly ; others after a linger- 
ing sickness. Some have passed away happy in the 
Saviour and have entered the land of rest where there 
is no more sickness, pain or death. 

It is my conviction that the moral influence brought to 
bear on the inmates is of a high order. The most hope- 
ful opportunity of making good impressions is among 
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the children. This I am glad to say is well improved. 
The children here receive good instruction in their day — 
school and, through the efforts of their teacher and Mrs. 
Stiles they are also taught in moral and spiritual things. 

The work of moral improvement among the older 
classes is not as hopeful but for encouragement in this 
we can come to Him who knew what was in man: 
‘The things which are impossible with men are possible 
with God.” 

In the early part of the summer a delegation of ladies 
from the W. C. T. U. visited the farm and held appro- 
priate services, and distributed to every inmate a bouquet 
of roses with texts of Scripture attached, also tracts, 
papers, etc. It was a happy day for the inmates and we 
trust much good was done. 

Mr. and Mrs. Stiles spare no pains for the comfort and 
well being of all under their care, and I consider them 
the right people in the right place.
